N. Y., Mny 12.— Dan O’NVill, for 
years one of Die most efficient exercise * Iioya, 
briinelied out ns Irniner for GiffonI A. Cucliran this 
niiriiiK wlieii illness kept James Evans from utteml- 
ini; to the New York turfman’s horses. He saihlled 
his first winner at Jamai<-a this afternoon and as 
it was re<sird<sl in the inaiiiMiral running of the 
Spring Handicap his initiai victory takes on addi- 
tional imiMirtance. 

Kanksia, a daughter of Ilis Majesty — Early Rose, 
which showed g<ssl form as a two-year-old, earrieil 
th^ ('o<-hran silks in the feature. Althougli she iiad 
not iM-i-n seen with the colors up previously tliis 
spring, O’Neill had her in suiK‘rh condition and 
her vi*-tor.v was clean cut. Jocke.v Kennedy also 
(Siines in for consideration for his ride. The race 
was worth $3.H."Sl to tiie winner. 

G. D. Widener’s Ijist Straw went out to set the 
pace ill this race, which was at three-quarters, and 
the remainder of the starters strung along, except 
M. Schwarts’s Care Free, the Odin gelding refusing 
to start. Frigate followed closely in pursuit of 
Last Straw to the stretch and then retired. As 
the field ntning ottt Knohbie, Miiskallonge, ’ Ren- 
nington and Itanksia hiovetl up heads aiiart, Ken- 
nedy selecting the inside for his move with the 
winner.* She then came on outside of the pace- 
maker and, challenging the Wldener color tiearer, 
raced him into defeat and drew clear in the last 
few strides. Miiskallonge was third, racing wide all 
tin* wa.v, but finishing fast. Knohhie’s race was a 
hig disapiKuntnient to the followers of the yiiincy 
Stable, who hacked him heavily. 

The first-time starter Calamity Jane, from the 
stable of H. P. Whitney, won the oiSMiing dash in 
a romp. The winner is certainly approjiriately 
named. She is a daughter of .Mrs. Truhliel and 
siicce»*ded in keeping the field at the post twelve 
iniiiutes ns a result of her bad manners. When 
the start came Calamity Jane got away with the 
leaders, o]>ene<l up a long lead and won easily. 
Itudana was just as eas.v second and Ilumaiiitarian 
third in a strung-out finish. 

CLERMONT PTTESE FINE RACE. 

.1. J. Halh'iibeck’s Liiiietta won the Clermont 
Purse, the second ra<a- on the card, after an inter- 
esting struggle with Dehadou. The latter made the 
early pace, but Liinetta raced him into defeat on 
the far tiini, where the pair ran head and head. 
The Luke McLiike filly finally drew away, with 
j«K'key C. H. Miller easing her up at the finish. 
Ailliro caught IHdiadoii in the final strides and out- 
giinuil the early leader for second place. Elimi- 
nator, the clumsy brother to Sun Uoiinet and Sun 
Turret, tripped iilmsidf at the post in this race 
and dumped jocke.v Oiiert on the track. The vet- 
<ran relsmiideil quickly and grabb<*d the bridle rein 
of his mount, hut this was a useless move, for 
Klimiiiator neither then nor at any time in the 
i-ourse of the race showed an.v disposition to run, 
although he has startled dockers by his fast morn- 
ing training gallops. 

Jockey Miller completed a double score in the 
third, in which he risle Siinnyland, another of the 
J. J. IlalleiilH'ck racers. Siinnyland won all the 
way, hut was ridden nut to withstand Paddy 
Whack’s challenge. Lad’s Ixive closed fast for 
third nione.v.

IMPRESSIONS OF TIJUANA PIMLICO OAKS TO CAREFUL 

Judge Francis Nelson and Starter Harry Mor- Crack Filly Returns from Kentucky and Cap- 
rissey Return from Mexican Track. ' tures Valuable Maryland Race. 



Judge Francis Nelson and starter Harry Mt)rrisey 
were in Cliicago .vcslcrd:iy cn route from 'l'iju.in:i 
to tlieir homes. Roth were well pleased with their 
exp<‘riences’ at the Mexi<-an track and concerning 
his impression of the Tijuana mis-ting Mr. Neisoii 
said : 

“It was our first winter iu California, and, 
judged by the last half year in San Diego, all 
that has Iw-en said iu praise of ‘our glorious clim- 
ate’ is well within the mark. It is never lad and 
never cold; it never rained during racing hours 
anyway, until the <ine hundred atid twenty-third 
da.v; and <me experienced not a single motnent’s 
physical discomfort he«-ause of any weather condi- 
titiiis. 

“The racing had many unttsiial and interestitig 
features, even to experiene<-d racing i>eople. Horses 
stabled at Tijuana numls-n-d S."i4 all ffiliT. and they 
came from all parts of the country. Man.v were 
western-bred, and many had never been east of 
1,'tah or .AriKina. Only nine of them were not in 
the Sltid Risik and these were excludeil frotn rac- 
ing. Tiiey were of all kinds, from Joe Rlair, the 
R(M-ky Mountain wonder and (diampion half-miler 
of tile southwest, to Re Frank, winner of the lai- 
tonia Cup at two miles and a qtiarter. The racing 
Itrogram, skillftill.v devised b.v I.eou Wing, racitig 
se<-retary and handicapiwr, provided contests on 
the flat over distances from the thr<‘e-eigliths of 
the first two-year-old races to the two miles of 
the Tijuana Cup, won by Sailor. On many days 
there were seven races at a mile or over. 

“There was hurdle racing and heat racing, the 
latter at five-eighths and at a mile, both styles 
lieing novelties to the pit-sent generation of race- 
goers. The obstacle races imivided a new .\men- 
can record by the steady-going <dd mare Hickory- 
nut, and hniught to notice one jumiier that seems 
sure to make a success through the field. That 
was William Walker’s Coronado, a Isild and skill- 
ful fencer, iw-sessed of high sjieed on the flat. He 
will lie seen in action in the Woodbine steeple- 
chases. 

LARGE FIELDS THE RULE, 

“Fields ruled large, and it is probable that the 
ocenrit-nce of forty-five horses going to the i»ost 
in three consecutive races was never duplicated 
anywliere on this continent. The competition was 
of the ke<-nesl kind, and a gratifying feature of 
it all was tiie absence of roiigli riding. In the 
half-year which the meeting covered were lun 
over iMK) races, sometimes, counting heats as such, 
as many as ten in a day. In these races the 
st:irters would average about ten, making alsuit 
9,000 lunners. and the most serious result of an.v 
injury received during the running was a broken 
arm, following which jockey T. McCullough rode 
a dozen of winners before the end of the meeting. 
Only two disqualifications were necessary, one on 
the flat, the other in a hurdle race and laitli of the 
hor.-es that finished in a place. 

“The starting of Mr. Harry Moirissey and the 
handicapping of judge la-ou Wiug were shining 
instances of efficiency at the highest staiflard. 
Many horses that came to the starter had siu-nt 
last summer ,jn ‘the bushes,’ where the rule is to 
‘bust through and run over ’em’ when they get 
to tile i*ost, which was not a barrier. Not a few 
of the riders had been throiigli the same scIukiI and 
were a little out of practice in the matter of obedi- 
ence at the gate. With a leaven of that material 
and following his regular system of allowing his 
assistants no whips Mr. Morrisse.v still went 
through a iierioil of six months producing invariably 
starts lK‘.vond criticism. 

“Mr. Wing succeed«-<l in bringing down his handi- 
cap fields heads apart, with the winner in doubt 
until iu the final strides, and that whether the 
handii-ap material was sparse or plentiful. 

“I’resideiit Coffndh’s isdicy of regarding the of- 
fici.-ils as suiirenie iu their own fields was adhen-d 
to unswervingly and it was undoubtedly due to his 
steadfastness in that position that the meeting 
went througli its long periml with so little need 
for dis<-iplinary action. Considerable difficulty fa<-*d 
the luanagemeiiT at one iv-riod. because of the jiass- 
|s>rt sitii.-ition and the views of the Mexican authori- 
ties, but tbe resourcefulness and courage of Mr. 
Coffrolh overcame them all and carried the meeting 
to one da.v longer than the announced 12.'i days. 

“The .Sail Diego newspapers, morning and evening, 
gave tbe racing a generous anil intelligent support. 
That the bx-al jiress is enterprising is evidenced by 
the fact that patrons returning on the lace train 
every afterniKin were supplied with the extra edi- 
tions ismtaining the full form charts for the eight 
r.-ices of the da.v. Their support of racing was not 
purel.v bs-al, either. The San Diego I'nion was one 
of the few daily papers in the country that pub- 
lisln-il on Sunda.v the tabulated pedigree of Rlack 
Servant, the Kentuck.v Di-rb.v winner.”

Allen’s attempt at interference witli 
jockey King, who had the mount on Planet. Rrit- 
ish Mall and Riiddie Kean staged a hard duel for 
third place, the filly just getting that iiortioii of 
the purse. 

Toilay’s racing was over the most difficult track 
that has been here since the op<-iiing da.v. inter- 
mitltijit showers again falling. Rut the entliiisiasm 
of tbe racing devotees here does not suem tu. tm 
dampened and a generous attendance was again on 
hainl to witness some excellent sport. 

Mud performers were again in high regard and 
the public was eminently successful in its efforts to 
pick winners.
